This 
a boss done by Installing a storage 
tea Reside It with an opening in the 
vm bo that it may oe filled from 
thr outeude; the tramp of muddy or 
dum bwU and the dropping of 



chips and dirt, through the kiiciiru 
will then be eliminated. 

Water is lb? next important item. 
Whether U 1b pumped-up by a mill 
or rain-drop* gathered from the roof 
of the house, there Is no reason why 
a pipe and Lap AboUld not br laid 
into the kitchen sink or beside the 
stove, or both. 

Sinks save many steps but they 
should be bought with the basin and 
riralrdng -board all In one. This aLopa 
urease collecting around edge* and 
the fear at water rrutu between the 
cracks leaking into underneath 
drawers or cupboards.

The best posi Uon Tor a :-lnt is 
under a window This gives udc- 
quiiCe b'Khtr and circulation of air no 
that ail moisture If aoon dried and 
jilpen aired.

Thla may nnund m&u vacant, bui nut 
lor the housewife. 

The pale color reflects the IighL 
so the darkest cupboard will look 
brurhter and the glossy surface will 
be much easier to clean. 

A tight, brigbt kitchen ia more 
pleasant to work in than nop of drab 
or dark color, for the latter needs 
too much concentration to see clearly 
and so Ia oppressing What color 
you choose wuf depend nn the as- 
pect, the dhrtrlct in which you live, 
and whether you have to combat 
block or red soil or just dust. Bat 
wherever you an n cheerful kitchen 
is easentiaJ. 

The financial outlay fur these 
tfiinpa may teem great but the dlvf- 
denda they pay in comfort, saving 
of energy, and lime arc WtOl worth 
the dK{ieriilllure_ 

So, if you feel that your kitchen 
does not meamire up to ntandard, 
why nni replan it in the interesta 
i>f yourself and family?
